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The granting of the petition to accept the delayed benefit cla im to the prior-filed applications 
under 37 CFR 1. 78(a)(3) should not he construed as meaning that this application is entitled 
to the benefit of the prior-filed applications. In order for this a pplication to be entitled to the 
benefit of the prior-filed applications, all other requirements under 35 U.S.C. S 120 and 37 
CFR 1. 78(a)(1) and (a)(2) must be met. Similarly, the fact that t he corrected Filine Receipt 
accompanying this decision on petition includes the prior-filed applications should not be 
construed as meaning that applicant is entitled to th e claim for benefit of priority to the prior- 
filed applications noted thereon. Accordingly, the examiner wil l, in due course, consider this 
ben efit claim and determine whether the application is entit led to the benefit of the earlier 
filing date .
